The Secretary of the Interior After Bas- 
com’s Scalp. 

TE EDIOR NOT YET APPOINTED 


The Delay Causes Surprise and 
Brings Out the Whole Story. 


STIR IN THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT 


Caused by Some Lively Letters from a 
Gentleman in Atianta—News of the 
Day in Washington. 


Washington, April | 
Much surprise was expressed among the 
Georgians today when the consular nomina- 
tions went to the senate without the name of 


Mr. Bascom Myrick on the list. Mr. My- 
rick has been endorsed by Speaker Crisp. 
He made a special request for the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Myrick as consul to Berlin. 
All the other members of the Georgia del- 
egation endorsed him and both the president 
and secretary of state have told several 
Georgia callers that he would be appointed. 

But since Speaker Crisp left Washington 
a vigorous fight has been started against 
Mr. Myrick. It wili hardly prove of sufii- 
cient consequence to prevent the appoint- 
ment, but it has caused delay- : 

The opposition to Mr. Myrick’s nomination 
is by Secretary Hoke Smith and other 
Georgians, many of whom desire consular 
appointments and who are protesting 
against Mr. Myrick’s appointment because 
they fear his success will inure to their 
defeat. Mr. Smith has received several 
letters of protest from Georgians on the 
grounds that Mr. Myrick was not a Cleve- 
land man and that he fought Mr. Cleve- 
land’s nomination bitterly. Mr. Smith has 
presented all these letters to the president 
and has at the same time added a personal 
statement against Mr. Myrick’s appointment. 
He has told Mr. Cleveland that Myrick 
fought him with bitterness equal to malignity 
and hae suggested that a man who was 
so bitter in his opposition should not have 
such an appointment when there are so 
many other democrats ,in Georgia applying 
or consulships. 

Mr. Smith does not conceal the fact that 
he is fighting the appointment 
<-> Oar. Myrick, though he has 
not gone so far as to ask as a personal favor 
to himself that Mr. Myrick shall not be ap- 
pointed. He declares that in view of the 
fight Mr. Myrick made against Mr. Cleve- 
land before the nomination he is entitled to 
nothing. Mr. Smith only desists from mak- 
ing a personal request of the president not to 
appoint Mr. Myrick because Speaker Crisp 
has urged it strongly and because Mr. My- 
rick has the endorsement of all the Georgia

Other Consular Aspirants. 

The next two plums to fall in the Georgia 
orchard will probably be to Bascom Myrick 
and John Temple Graves. The president 
has stated that Mr. Graves is to get @ good 
foreign appointment. Mr. Graves 1s Mr. 
Cleveland’s personal friend. Just where 
he will go is, however, not known. It may 
be a mission of the second or third. class 
or a good consulship. 

By the way, it is probable that Colonel 
Thomas R. Gibson, of The Augusta [ven- 
ing News, is going to be tendered a good’ 
consulship in Great Britain. Mr. Cleve- 
land knows of Mr. Gibson’s able political 
work and is inclined to reward him. The 
Georgians are unanimously and enthusias- 
tically for him. Mr. Harvey Johnson, of 
Atlanta, and Colonel B. H. Richardson, of 
Columbus, are putting in some good work 
and both stand good chances of proving 
winners. Mr. Lindsey Johnson, of Rome, 
is also headed in the right direction for a 
French consulate.

HALL HAS DECLINED, 


He: Respectfully Refuses the Office That 


Was Tendered Him. 
SOME OF HIS FRIENDS INDIGNANT 


At What They Consider a Deal 
Made Against Him, 


PROMISED ASSISTANT ATTORNEYSHIP, 


He Was Offered a' Law Clerkship in the 
Interior Department Instead—He 
Wants None of It. 


Grantville, Ga., April 4—(Special.}— | 


Hewitt Hall has: declined the position ten- 
dered him in Washington, and the stories 
that reach here indicate that his friends 
are deeply incensed at the treatment he 
has received. 

The recent contest for the attorneyship of 
the northern district excited a good deal 
of interest throughout this county from the 
fact that Colonel Joe James had promised, 
in the event of his success in securing the 
coveted plum, that he would app int Col- 
onel H. A. Hall his assistant. Mr. Hall 
is a brilliant and successful younz lawyer 
of Néwnan and enjoys a fine practice. He 
is extremely popular in the . community 
where he lives and when it was ancounced 
that Mr. James had been agyoirted dis- 
trict attorney there was general rejoicing 
among Mr. Hall’s friends, because it was 
generally understood that Mr. James‘s ap- 
pointment would carry with it the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Hall as assistant. 

Indeed there was no other expectation 
until the following afternoon, when a tele 
gram was received from Mr. James dated 
at Washington in which he stated that the 
president insisted upon making a tender 
of the office of assistant attorney to Mr. 
Rucker, but that Secretary Smith had au- 
thorized him, James, to offer Mr. Hall a 
$2,000 position in the interior department. 

Accepting the telegram in good faith and 
assuming that the appointment of an 4as- 
sistant had been really taken out of Mr. 
James’s hands by the president, Mr. Hall 
made no protest aud accepted the result 
with his usual equanimity. Not having 
been advised as to the nature of the posi- 
tion that had been reserved for him in the 
interior department, and desiring to gain 
time for further consideération of this new 
proposal, Mr. Hall telegraphed his ac- 
oeptance and asked for particulars, 

When, however, he learned subsequently 
that the position offered was of 10 more 
dignity than that of law clerk in. the de- 
partment of the interior, he wrote Secze- 
tary Smith and promptly declined it. 

Mr. Hall was not a very zealous canii- 
date for the office of assistant attorney at 
any time, and is perhaps less perturoed 
over the unexpected denouement than any 
ove. His friends, however, are highly -in- 
dignant Over the matter and are firmly 
persuaded that there was a deal. ‘The ‘act 
that Secretary Smith is re tat- 
ed by marriage to Mr. 2uck- 
er, and was a warm supporter of that 
gentleman for first place, coupled with the 
further fact that Secretary Smith author- 
ized Mr. James to mollify Mr. Hall with 
the tender of a $2,000 position in his de- 
partment would seem to give color to the 
suspicion. Mr. James gave his solemn 
pledge that if favored with appointment to 
the first place he would appoint Mr. Hall as 
his assistant. This pledge was made a week 
or ten days before he was appointed. He 
stated, moreover, that he did not want 
and would not have Mr. Rucker as his as- 
sistant, and his statement now that the 
president, in effect, forced Rucker upon him, 
is received with a good deal of allowance 
by Mr. Hall's friends in this portion of the 


state. 

“If there was not a deal what would you 
call it?” is the way a well-known citi- 
zen of Newnan who was here today put it. 

It is said that some of Mr. Hall’s strong- 
est friends and supporters, among them 
Speaker Atkinson and Congressman Moses, 
were in conference today, and that some 
pretty strong letters have gone or will go to 
Atlanta and Washington| There are a good 
many facts behind those attorneyship ap- 
pointments the public would like to know, 
and they will furnish mighty interesting 
reading.

ARMED. MEN ASSAULT A WOMAN 


During the Absence of Her Husband 
at His Business. 


THE POOR WOMAN JIS _ INSANE. 


Parties in Pursuit of the Fiends—They Are 
Known and if Caught Will Be Lynch- 
ed—Other Criminal News. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 4.—A special for an 
evening paper from Gallatin, Tex., says 
the news of a most diabolical crime at 
Alexander has reached here and aroused 
the community to a frenzy of excitement. 
'George and John Evans went into the 
house of Jerry Shelton, who lives in a seclud- 
ed place, and at the point of a pistol forced 
him te leave home. They then assault- 
ei the seventeen-year-old wife. Shelton 
gave the alarm and when a crowd of citi- 
gens had collected and returned with Shel- 
ton to the scene of the crime, the scoundrels 
had fled and the news spread rapidly from 
hqnse to house and the entire community 
was soon on the hunt. It is hardly pos- 
sible that the men will be taken alive, as 
they are desperate and are heavily armed 
for a stubborn resistance. They are tow 
in a dense forest near by and when encuun- 
tered there will be a bloody fight. The 
woman is in such a plight thgt she can’t 
give an account of the horrible atfeir. 
Her reason igs dethroned and she talks 
wildly and hysterically of her frightful cx- 
perience. This has added to the already 
inflamed condition of the community and 
made it certain that the Evans brothers, 
if captured alive, will be given swift and

A WOMAN'S DEATH 
Leads to Suspicions That Her Husband May 
Have Killed Her. 

Gadsden, Ala., April 4.—(Special.)— 
Robert Johnson, a well-to-do farmer,. liv- 
ing near Turkeytown, Etowah county, is in 
jail charged with the murder of his wife, 
Louisa Johnson. 

Mrs. Johnson: had been in a critical con- 
dition for some time, but on last Wednes- 
day she died very suddenly, and the physi- 
cian pronounced her death due to poison, 
supposed to be eye-water which she had 
been using for sore eyes. 

After her burial, foul play was suspected 
by her neighbors, and today Coroner Lowry 
had her body exhumed and held an inquest. 
A careful examination showed bruises on 
her neck which was badly swollen and 
there were signs of poison. 

The jury rendered a verdict declaring that 
the deceased came to her death from the 
effect of bruises or poison; and they ordered 
Robert Johnson held for murder. 

He is now.in jail. There are rumors that 
Mrs. Johnson killed herself, as she was 
heard to remark that she was tired of life 
and would kill herself the first opportunity, 
but the evidence is very strong against her 
husband, as the murderer of his wife.

SCHOOL GIRLS BADLY HURT. 


A Collision on a “Switchback” Railway Re- 
sults in a Number of Accidents. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 4—(Shecial.)—To- 
day a remarkable accident occurred here 
at the state fair grounds. A party of fifty 
students of St. Mary’s female college were 
at a switchback railway there. Trwenty- 
four were on two cars.

Virginia, Hanged by a Mob. 

Charleston, W. Va., April 4.—About a 
week ago Police Officer John Chandler, of 
Bluefield, Mercer county, was shot and 
killed in a disorderly house kept by the no- 
torious Kiz Red, who has the reputation 
of being the wickedest woman in West 
Virginia. About midnight last night a 
row was started at Kiz Red’s joint, at Ra- 
ham, a suburb of Bluefield, where a crowd 
of tough blacks and whites had congregat- 
ed. During the melee Charles Morgan, 
colored, emptied a revolver into the crowd 
killing John Lesge, a colored boy who had 
taken no part in the disturbance. Morgan 
was caught by a mob of citizens, who lynch- 
ed him from the limb of a 
tree almost = in front of the 
house and riddled his dangling body with 
bullets. Kiz Red fled with a portion of the 
mob in pursuit of her and tonight she is 
reported to have been caught and lynched 
on the Virginia side of the state line. 
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SUTION’S FORGERIES. 


It Is Thought They Will Amount to Half a 
Million Dollars. 

Louisville, Ky., April 4.—The amount 
A. R. Sutton obtained by his @rgeries 
continues to grow. Today's figures are 
$350,000. 

The Louisville bankers have been making 
misleading statements aboyt the money 
they had loaned Sutton. Today it was 
learned that the Louisville Banking Com- 
pany was caught for $75,000. A draft 
Sutton drew on R. J. Semmes & Co., of 
Memphis, for $1,700 Was been returned 
with the word “forgery” acrosg its face. 

Many think the forgeries will reach $500,- 
000. The internal revenue officials began 
investigations today to see if Sutton has 
not defrauded the government.

CARTER HARRISON 


Sweeps the Field in Chicago by Ove 
' ‘Twenty Thousand: Majority. 


OVER ALL THE COMBINED OPPOSITION 


Carter Rides Through the Streets 
Wildly Cheered. 


THE GERMAN VOTE A GREAT SURPRISE, 


Elections in Other States—St. Louis Ree 
publican—W omen Take a Hand in 
the Kansas Eleetion. 


Chicago, April 4.—Never in the history 
of Chicago has such intense and universal 
interest been shown in any municipal elec- 
tion as in that which came off today. The 
campaign on both sides has been conduct- 
ed with great bitterness, neither side being 
able to find much of anything too hard to 
say. It was an open contest of the repub- 
Ricans and citizens against Harrison—more 


against him as an individual tifan as the 
representative of a political faction. 

The day was a republican day. The 
weather couldn’t have been more favorable 
to the republicans if it had been made on 
an order from the party headquarters. 
It was bright, siiny and warm, with a 
gentle breeze blowing off the lake to lend 
an edge to the afr. It was just the day 
to bring out the men who never vote, if by 
any chance they might get a wet foot in 
going to the polls. It gave the citizens 
every opportunity to win if they could. 

Long before the pollg opened at 6 o'clock 
in the morning there were long lines of 
men waiting for the opening of the polls. 
As a rule, there wag but little scratching 
done, save in the cases of aldermanic can- 
diates, and not much of it there. The 
lines in front of the polling booths grew 
longer and longer as the men 
who eat breakfast between 7 
o'clock and 8:30 o'clock poured 
forth to cast their votes. It seemed as 
though every man was determined to cast 
his vote before noon, and the majority of 
them did so. By 11 o'clock 60 per cent 
of the registered voters of Ohicago had 
cast their ballots and 70 per cent by noon. 
The general feeling during the day seemed 
to be in favor ot Harrison’s chances and 
what betting was done was done in his 
favor. 

The Australian ballot, against which 
Harrison’s popularity had never before 
been measured, was inclined to maké the 
loudest of his supporters a trifle cautious, 
and not a large amount of betting was done 
at any figures. The chances, too, that the 
old-time democratic majorities in the stock 
yarda, where Allerton is very popular, would 
be largely cut, made another figure in the 
betting and went a long way to keeping 
down the amount of money wagered. Both 
sides were ready to claim everything from 
Lake Calumet, on the south, to the north 
city line, and from Lake Michigan, on the 
east, to the edge of the municipality, and 
talk was talk, money was money, and no 
extensive combinations were formed. 

The Germans Surprised Them. 

The German population, which confident- 
ly expected to go almost solidly against 
Harrison, proved a_ disappointment to 
both parties. It seems to have split be- 
tween the two candidates and not to have 
proven the decisive factor, which it was 
in the election of last November, when it 
went so heavily for Cleveland and Altgeld 
as to virtually settle the electoral vote of 
the state. 

Early in the day Harrison was on horse- 
back looking after his interest ‘n the dif- 
ferent wards. He is a splendid horseman 
and made an imposing figure as he rode 
from polling place to polling place, urmng 
on his followers. Allerton remained quiet- 
ly in the republican headquarters -eceiving 
word as to the progress of the contest 
throughout the city. 

The Newspaper Bulletins. 


By 5 o’clock the crowds began to congre- 
gate in front of the newspaper offices to 
await returns. At the corner of Fifth 
avenue and Washington street The Times 
building, where Harrison’s paper is pub- 
lished, was a great sheet of canvas upon 
which the returns were thrown by a stcre 
opticon, and a block to the south a similar 
canvas bore tbe returng of The iecord, 
and half a biock to the east: The Herald 
gave out its news. The two latter pay «rs 
have been strongly anti-Harrison during 
the campaign, ard the crowds which peck- 
ed the streets in front of their buildings 
partook strongly of their sentiments. 

The edges of these crowds brushed 
against the throng that had voted for 
Harrison by day and was yelling for him 
by night. The compact was not conductive 
to friendly feelipg and the numerous de- 
tachments of police had all they cared to 
do in keeping the peace. As it was, there 
was many a rich black eye and swoollem 
bloody lip before 10 o’clock at night. 

Howled for Harrison. 


The first returns were strongly in favor 
of Harrison and hig followers simply went 
wild. They yelled, howled and wavy-d toeir 
hats, derided the police and disparaged the 
ancestry of the Allerton men, who were 
not slow in making retorts equally pointed 
and uncimplimentary. The tin horn fiend 
escaped from confinement which had held 
him since November. The street cars in 
front of the newspapers had a desperete 
time in forcing their way along, aud in 
many instances were compelled to stop 
eompletely until the police could throw 
a few politicians from the track and enable 
them to proceed. It was not as big an elec- 
tion as that of last November, but it 
meant as much or more to Chicago, and. 
all Chicago was out at night to see how #% 
had voted through the day. 

Entire Democratic Ticket Elected. 

Carter Harrison was chosen mayor of 
Chicago by a majority of 19,000 and the 
entire democratic ticket was elected by ma- 
jorities ranging from 16,000 to 19,000.

‘the polls that is given their fathers, sons, 
‘etc. In most cases they showed them- 
'eelves worthy of that trust by their ability 
to perform all the duties necessary to carry 
@ candidate through, and they caused the 
sterner sex to feet their power and where 
lacking in election finesse, the male voters 
were given pointers by their new co-labor- 
ers. Several women candidates were 
up for office. In this city Mrs. Anna 
Potter, the wife of a prominent business 
man, was running for mayor and on the 
same ticket were Mrs. Sarah Reinhart, 
who aspired to be a member of the city 
wouncil, and Mrs. Josephine Green, who 
desired to be a member of the board of 
education. The women hired bands, rode 
around to the different polling precincts 
and engaged in proselyting with indefatiga- 
ble zeal and acumen. 

The female voters amongst the colored 
people were just as enthusiastic apparently 
as their white ‘fellow citizens,” and could 
be seen in interesting groups at all of the 
polls. The effect of women being at the 
polls was that the election was the quiet- 
est and most orderly ever held in the state. 
Today’s election will give an indication of 
which party The people hold responsible for 
the late proceedings which did not add honor 
to the last legislature.. 

For the first time in the history of city 
elections the state party lines were strictly 
drawn. In almost every city the repub- 
licans ran straight tickets, and this where 
they had heretofore not even made an at- 
tempt to win at a city election. The re- 
sult gives some indication of which party 
-will hold political supremacy in the state 
{n time to come, and by some is considered 
the turning point in Kansas politics. | 

The weather for universally favorable 
and all parties made an extra effort to 
carry the day. The vote polled was the 
heaviest for some years and in the larger 
cities very nearly 30 pér cent of the balivis 
cast were by women. 

The opinion of Attorney General Little, 
holding that the hiring of conveyances to 
bring voters to fhe polls is illegal, was 
generally respected, though in Ihansas City 
it counted very little, for conveyanceg Were 
quite as freely used as heretofore.

Comptroller of Currency. 


Washington, April 4.—There was one 
nomination sent in by the president yester- 
day that caused some criticism among sen- 
ators and especially it is said among the 
members of the finance committee to whom 
it was referred. That man is Mr. Ech- 
els, nominated to be comptroller of the cur- 
reney. Mr. Echels is a well-known law- 
yer abd is highly recommended as a man 
of attainment and legal learing, but there 
is a feeling among certain setigtors that a 
man to hold such a responsible position as 
comptroller of the currency should have had 
a training as a banker. This official re 
ports in many cases direct to congress and 
is not responsible to the secretary of the 
treasury. His dicisions are frequently 
final, and if not a practica] man in the bus- 
iness, it is claimed he could do the treasu- 
ry_department incalculable injury, 

It ig, noticeable that the nomination was 
reported today. and it is understood that 
the case hag been referred by the finance 
committee to a subcommittee with instruc- 
tions to investigate the qualifications of the 
nominee for this particular office. 

It is probable that the~ appointment of 
Mr. Echets wus a mistake and that it was 
the intention to nominate him for the posi- 
tion of second comptroller of the treasury. 

Section 325, revised statutes, says that if 
the comptroller of the currency shal] be ap- 
pointed by the president it shall be on-the 
recommendation of the secretary of the 
treasury. The provision of the statute, 
provided for the appointment to be made 
on the recommendation of the secretary of 
the treasury, was clearly not complied with, 
as it is asserted on unquestionable authori- 
ty that Secretary Carlisle did not recom- 
mend the appointment and only knew of it 
a few moments before it wag sent to the 
senate. For the past few days Mr. Hch- 
els hag been inquiring as to the duties of 
the various heads of the treasury depart- 
ment, and it is asserted that the president 
told him to pick out any of the positions be- 
neath that of assistant secretary of the 
treasury that was agreeable to him and he 
would appoint him to the position. This, 
it is said, he did, and indicated his prefer- 
ence for the position of comptroller. In 
pRiking out his nomination, “of the cur- 
rency” was added to that of “comptroller,” 
making the position read “comptroller of 
the currency.”

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NEWS AND GOSSIP OF A DAY IN MACON, 


A Big Beal Estate Sale—-The Baptist State 
Convention—Frank Leverett Sworn 
in—News and Personals. 


Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Special .}—The 
hearing of the Central railroad engineers 
case was resumed this morning at 10 o’clock 


before Judge Speer. 

Receiver Comer, who was on the witness 
stand when court adjourned yesterday af- 
ternoon, was placed there again today when 
court convened. He was put through a 
rigid and extensive examination by Hon. 
R. W. Patterson, attorney for the engin- 
eers, which was largely of the nature of 
cross-examination. His testimony today 
practically covered the evidence given by 
Mr. Comer yesterday. At one time the 
questions and answers of Attorney Patter- 
son and Receiver Comer were of an argu- 
mentative turn, and Judge Speer said that 
the intellectual contest betwen two bright 
men—Attorney Patterson and Receiver Co- 
mer—was very interesting and _in- 
tertaining, but suggested that it 
would be bett®r for counsel to re 
serve his argument for the court. Mr. 
Patterson took the hint and left his line 
of argumentative questioning, remarking in 
passing that he had been led into that chan- 
nel by the argumentative answers of Mr. 
Comer. 

Mr. Patterson endeavored to prove by 
Mr. Comer that he had refused to sign a 
contract with ,the engineers because his 
general superintendent, Mr. George Dole 
Wadley, was opposed,to labor organizations 
and did not wish to™ncourage them. 

Judge Speer interrupted Mr. Patterson 
in his questioning and stated that he could 
not see what Mr. Wadley had to do with 
the matter now before the court, and fur- 
ther stated that “the court will decide this 
question without reference to Mr. Wadley’s 
view as a controlling precedence.” 

Chairman Waterhouse, of the engineers’ 
committee, and Engineers Boliman and 
l‘icklin, were put on the stand by Attorney 
Patterson in rebuttal. 

Mr. Comer was asked by Attorney Pat- 
terson what had been his experience prior 
to being appointed receiver of the Central 
road. Receiver Comer replied that he had 
been a director of the Central road from 
1883 to 1887, and had also been president 
of the Southbound railroad for about 
two years. 

Assistant Grand Chief Youngson, who 
testified yesterday, went again on the stand 
today and testified to the genuineness, etc., 
of contracts with various roads. 

This ended all testimony and the court 
then inquired of counsel how much time 
they required to speak. Mr. Patterson said 
he would speak two hours, and Mr. Cun- 
ningham said he would not speak longer 
than that. Court then took a recess of five 
minutes. ; 

After the recess Mr. Patterson asked 
the privilege of introducing two witnesses 
before commencing the argument, Engin- 
eers Henry and Manning. They testified 
on the subject of mileage and over time, 
and the seniority clause. 

Argument was then commenced. Mr. 
Patterson opened in a ten minutes speech 
in which he gave his points in the case to 
the opposing counsel. Mr. Cunningham 
then began his speech and concluded, and 
court adjourned until tomorrow morning at 
10 o’clock, when Mr. Patterson will make 
his concluding argument. 

The main point in the case is that the 
rule of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, which forbids an engineer of on? 
road hauling the cars of another road on 
which there is no strike. The burden of 
Mr. Patterson’s argument will be directed 
upon that. Mr. Patterson thinks it would 
be well to have the contract made without 
any reference to this rule and say nothing 
about the rule in the contract, and if an 
engineer refuses to haul the cars of another 
road he can be removed if the road seas fit. 
Mr. Patterson emphasizes his belief that 
Receiver Comer and Superintendent Wadley 
didn’t wish to sign the contract with the en- 
gineers just because they did not care to 
recognize or treat with labor organizations.

AND SHOOTS DOWN A PRISONER 


Who Is Attempting to Escape—It Was a 


Desperate Struggle, but the 
Woman Finally Won.

Griffin, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)—A 
plucky little woman was the heroine of an 
interesting little sensation here today. 

Mrs. Ernest Schultz, wife of Jailer 
Schultz, shot a negro prisoner who was try- 
ing to escape from the jail, and the rapid 
shots brought the negro to the ground and 
a crowd to the jail. 

Mr. Ernest Schultz, the jailer, is also a 
tailor at Nice’s clothing store. He works up 
town during the day and his wife remains 
in the jail with her children. The jailer’s 
apartments are below stairs and the cells 
above. Mrs. Schultz attends to the wants 
of the prisoners and the.business of the jail 
While her husband is away. 

The negro shot is a medium-sized black 
negro, named William Andrews. He had 
been in jail only about an hour before the 
shooting occurred. 

The negro is a resident of Griffin. About 
ten days ago he burglarized the house of 
Charley Conley, another negro. He escaped 
but was arrested at Senoia today and 
brought to Griftin and lodged in jail. 

About an hour after his incarceration he 
asked for a drink of water. A little boy 
carried the water to him in a jug, but his 
mother told the little child as the negro 
was a strange prisoner she would aecompa- 
ny him. So she stood at the head of the 
Stairs while the little boy carried the wa- 
ter to the cell. The negro asked the child 
if his father was at home and. receiving 
a negative answer would not allow the 
child to close the door, but attempted .to 
push it open and escape. 

Mrs. Schultz went to her child’s assist- 
ance, and, holding a pistol in one hand, tried 
with the other to close the door. 

“If you don’t close this door I'll shoot 
you,” said the brave woman. 

The negro forced the door open and grab- 
bed the pistol pushing the woman up be 
hind the door. Desperately pressing the 
trigger the woman sent a ball into the ne 
gro and followed this by another and an- 
other. 

At the last shot he fell to the floor. Five 
shots were fired. He received one ball in 
the hand, two in the right leg below the 
knee, one in the left leg above the knee and 
one, the only serious wound, through the 
body, the ball striking a rib and glancing 
round. 

Dr. E. A. Anthony was called in to at- 
tend the wounded negro. The ball was 
probed for and found against the skin on 
the back. It will be extracted tomorrow. 
The wound is serious but not necessarily 


atal. 
Mrs. Schultz is a small woman, much be- 
low medium size, and her brave prevention 


of the prisoner’s escape is the talk of the 
town.

Mr. Halstead Finds a Champion. 

A correspondent of Secretary Smith’s 
evening newspaper, who hides his identi- 
ty under initials that we fail to recognize, 
devotes considerable space to what he is 
pleased to term “The Halstead-Howell 
Controversy,” and proceeds to develop 
an anti-silver ambuscade. The initials 
employed are ‘R.S.S.,” and as Mr. 
Halstead has a Cincinnati partner named 
Richard Smith, engaged in the business 
of republican and anti-democratic journal- 
ism, it may be that he has deemed it 
necessary to rush to the rescue of the 
field marshal. That this is not a strained 
inference may be gathered from a re- 
mark in the very beginning of the article, 
“My purpose in this communication,” says

or Halstead.” 

The reader is not left long in doubt 
about the matter, for not only are none 
of Editor Halstead’s statements ques- 
tioned, but we are left to surmise that 
this distinguished republican journalist 
is engaged in belching forth democratic 
doctrine of the purest kind.

siderable influence in depreciating its 
price and appreciating the price or value 
of gold. ‘The free and unlimited coin- 
age of silyer upon any ratio that might 
be established, would, therefore, havo a 
tendency to bring the value of the two 
metals nearer to each other, at.dl the 
true ratio for the purpose of coinage 
would be found at some point between 
sixteen to one and the present mdative 
prices of silver and gold bullion.” 

As the whole of Mr., Carlisle's letter 
leads up. to this statement, it must be 
taken for granted that it represents his 
views, and we refuse to have his posi- 
tion interpreted for us by any agent or 
advocate of eastern goldolatry cr Shy- 
lockism.

industrial Education for the Negro. 

The directors of the Commercial Club 
and the Chamber of Commerce incident- 
ally considered at a joint lunch, yester- 
day, a suggestion of great importance. 

Ixx-Governor Bullock read a letter from 
Dr. J. L. M. Curry, the representative 
of the Slater fund, in which the state- 
ment was made that the trustees of the 
fund were in fayor of diverting the in- 
terest on it from its present object, the 
literary education of the negro, to the 
establishment in the south of an institu- 
tion devoted to the manual and indus- 
trial training of the negro. The point 
was made that the institution should be 
located in or near Atlanta and a resolu- 
tion endorsing this suggestion and the 
proposed change in the application of 
the Slater money was unanimously 
adopted. 

Undoubtedly, it would be more sensi- 
ble and practical to expend this fund— 
the annual interest on $1,000,000—in giv- 
ing the negroes an industrial education 
that will enable them to earn their liv- 
ing, instead of using it in teaching them 
Greek and Latin and all the branches of 
higher education. The present system 
turns out too many negro professors and 
scholars vainly hunting a job, but the 
proposed change would equip its bene 
ficiaries for steady and remunerative em- 
ployment, and make them self-support- 
ing, at the shop or on the farin. 

We believe that industrial education 
will make the negro a better citizen. The 
ability to scientifically handle imple- 
ments, farming or otherwise, skillfully, 
will yield him more money than he would 
ever make out of Greek and- Latin.

TO STOP HIS ADVERTISED SALE. 


Colonel James’s Second Day in Office, and . 


All’s W ell—Colone!l Rucker Spent 
the Day in Athens, 


A new law just enacted by congress has 
been sprung on Colonel Buck, United 
States marshal, who, so it appears, has 
been hitherto ignorant of such a state of 
affairs. i 

And in consequence there was no mar- 
shal’s sale yesterday as had been pro- 
grammed by the United States marshal, 
but the sale has been indefinitely postponed 
until Colonel Buck can inquire more close- 
ly into the matter. 

According to the information received by 
Colonel Buck it would seem that an act 
was passed at the last session of congress 
changing the law as to the place of the 
sale of real estate, the sale to be made 
in the county where the property is instead 
of where the United States court is held. 

The act is a new one on Colonel Buck, 
if it is in existence, and he wag informed 
of it by the attorneys for the plaintiff in 
regard to the sale of some property that 
was to have been gold yesterday. The 
pr ty in question is situated in Polk 
and Coweta counties and .therefore, ac- 
cording to Colonel Buck’s informant, must 
be both advertised and sold in those coun- 
ties by the marshal or hig deputy. 

So, in the light of this, the property will 
have to be advertised again and afterwards 
sold in the county where it is situated. 
As soon as Colonel Buck was given the in- 
formation mentioned he stopped further 
proceedings until he can receive instructions 
from headquarters. | 

ppepning of the situation, Colonel Buck 
said: 


“No, there was no marshal’s sale today. 
I was informed of something which, if. it 
is a fact, is something new to me, which 
caused me to call the sale off until I could 
make further investigation. I wag about 
to sell some property that is located in 
Polk and Coweta counties, when I post- 
poned the sale on account of the request. 
of the attorney for the plaintiffs on re- 
ceiving the information that congress, at 
its last session, had passed a law_making it 
necessary to sell the property in the county 
where it is situated, and to advertise the 
same in said county.” 

District Attorney James's Second Day. 

Yesterday was Colonel James’gs second 
day in office and he still smiles in a ra- 
diant manner. Business was light and 
the colonel received a number of visitors. 
The only matter attended to by the district 
attorney was to dispose of a moonshiner 
who plead guilty, knawing, . presumably, 
that it would hardly be worth while to at- 
tempt an. escape from the legal grasp, of 
District Attorney James. 

Colonel Darnell was in the office of 
Colonel James the greater part of the day 
and doubtless let him into the bottom facts 
in the Redwine matter. District Attor- 
ney James has received no orders from 
the department to proceed in the matter, 
and he has not received any message from 
the department since the inquiry as to 
whether or not he had been sworn in. 

Chief Clerk Bell was on hand yesterday 
morning aud kept himself busy during the 
day acquainting himself with the 
location of important papers and 
getting himself in trim for the 
heavy work that will soon be his share.

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WIFE AND DAUGHTER DRIVEN AWAY. 


Two Citizens of Carrollton Were the Par- 
ticipants in the Fusilade — Bad 
Blood Between Families.

The entire story of the case against Mr. 
Wiley Lee, of Heard county, for assault, 
which has just been concluded in the Heard 
county court, is a most interesting one 
and has been the talk of the county for 
several years. 

Mr. Lee is one of the best and most snb- 
stantial citizens of that section of the 
country, and is also very wealthy and in- 
fluential, being respected by all who know 
him. Some years ago there was a rumor 
put out that Mr. Lee was too intimate 
with a sister of the Perkerson brothers, 
well-known men in that section also. The 
name of the lady was Mrs. Etcherson. As 
soon as the rumor came to the ears of Mr. 
Lee he ceased all relationship with the 
father of the lady, Mr. Perkerson, although 
they had been hitherto on the best of 
terms and very close friends. 

A church trial followed the apparently 
scandalous affair, and the bottom was 
reached with the result that Mr. Lee was 
vindicated: by the church jury. Mrs.. Et- 
cherson was driven away from home by 
her father and brothers, and the father 
made a will excluding her from any par- 
ticipation in his property. The mother of 
the disinherited daughter, Mrs. Perkerson, 
took sides with her daughter, and she, too, 
was driven away and her name taken out 
of the will. Lee brought suit during the 
life time of Mr. Perkerson against him chnarg- 
ing him with slander. Mrs. Etcherson fol- 
lowed suit and instituted proceedings 
against both her father and her brother, 
Bob Perkerson. In the meantime the father 
of Mrs. Etcherson died and the suits against 
him were suspended. The suit of Mrs. 
Etcherson, however, against her brother 
was brought to trial. He plead “privi- 
leged communication’? and “justification.” 
The jury brought in a verdict against the 
plea of justification, but a verdict in favor 
of him on the plea of privileged commun- 
ication. The case then went to the su- 
preme court, and it was held there could 
be no privilege, and the plaintiff was grant- 
ed a new trial. 

The will of Mrs. Etcherson’s father, Mr. 
Perkerson, was then propounded for pro- 
bate, and Mrs. Etcherson filed a caveat to 
the will. This case was tried, and as to 
her the will was set aside. That case is 
now pending in the supreme court. 

Out of the litigation there grew bad 
feelings and both sides were pretty much 
excited, Lee claiming to live in constant 
apprehension, as it is said that Ambrose 
Perkerson had been heard to threaten his 
life several times. This apprehension on 
the part of. Lee has lasted about three 
vears. 

On the 9th of February in 1892 Mr. Lee, 
with some negro men, was fixing a wagon 
of his that had broken on the roadside, 
and while he was at work Ambrose Fer- 
kerson passed along the road on horse- 
back. As to what followed there are two 
stories told. 

Viewed from Mr. Lee’s Position. 


All parties agree that there was no 
semblance of the assassination in the little 
shooting bee that followed the accidental 
meeting on the roadside, and no one ciaims 
that there was any ambushing done. 

Mr. Lee claims that when Perkerson got 
even with him he said: ‘I’ve got you 
where I want you.” 

It seems, according to Lee, that he dis- 
covered that Perkerson had his pist»] out, 
and with that he covered Perkerson with 
a second gun, at the same time requesting 
him to put up the gun and pass qwetly 
niong. the road and there would be nothb- 
ing said or done by Lee. Perkerson very 
willingly acquiesced, still quoting Lee,: at 
the same time returning his piscol to his 
pocket. Perkerson rode on for a short dis- 
tance and suddenly dismounted from _ his 
horse on the opposite side to Lee. Per- 
kerson fired twice, wounding Lee at both 
fires, once in the thigh and once in the hip. 
Lee then entered into the spirit of the 
thing and whipping out his gun began to 
answer Perkerson, but with not such 
happy results, as Perkerson was ensconced 
behind his horse. Lee’s right hand is use- 
less, he having been wounded upon it in 
some way. It seems that Perkerson, after 
he got tired of shooting, or his ammunition 
gave out, advanced upon Lee and attacked 
him vigorously with the butt end of his 
yistol.. Lee then secured a stick and run 
Paskereon off. 

The Theory Advanced by Mr. Perkerson. 


The preliminaries to the fusilade between 
the two men appear to coincide, except 
that Perkerson says that he did not bave 
his pistol out, but disclaimed to Lee that 
he had a gun at all, and further that he 
never stopped his horse at all until after 
be had been fired on by Lee. Perkerson 
claims that as he got even with Lee that 
Lee drew a large and dangerous looking 
weapon and asked him to put up his gun. 
Perkerson, according to Perkerson, inzist- 
ed that he did not have a gun, end contin. 
ved to ride on as he talked, and finally 
jumped off his horse when Lee commenced 
to place bullets too near his person. He 
responded to Lee’s vigorous attack with 
the result that Lee was shot twice. Per- 
kerson was then attacked by Lee, who used 
a heavy stick to great advantage upon him. 

The Matter in Conclusion. 


Both men were indicted by the grand 
jury for assault with intent to murder, 
and the grand aed § was not a long ways off 
a very warm trial as there was some pret- 
ty close shooting done. 

The case of Perkerson was called, but 
he announced not ready, claiming that 
one of his most important witnesses was 
necessarily absent. Lee, however, had 
made a demand for trial and the demand 
had been placed on the minutes of the 
court proceedings, and when the case was 
called announced ready. His case was sent 
to the jury without argument, and the jury 
was out for the greater part of two days 
and a night, returning a verdict of shoot- 
ing at another. The court immediately 
imposed a fine of $100, inclusive of costs. 
At the time of fining Lee the judge stated 
| that he regretted exceedingly that it had 
become his duty to do what he was 
obliged to do. He also took occasion to re- 
mark that he had known Mr. Lee for many 
years, and regarded him as one of the best 
citizens in the county. 

A gentleman who was in the courtroom 
offered to pay half of Mr. Lee’s fine, which 
offer was, of course, refused by Mr. Lee, 
as he is a wealthy gentleman.

And Decide Whether or Not the Election 
Will Be Postponed—Apportion- 
ment of the Money. 


There wil] be a meeting of the board of 

county commissioners this morning. 
- The object of the meeting, aside from the 
transaction of regular business, will be to 
consider the advisability of deferring the 
election on county bonds until the 16th of 
May, at which time the city will vote on 
the question of issuing water bonds and 
thug consolidate the two elections. 

This plan was recommended at the meet- 
ing of the Commercial Club which was held 
in the Chamber of Commerce last Monday 
ev é 
Mr. C. A. Collier, a representative of 
the board, was present and expressed him- 
self in favor of the proposition, as being 
perhaps a wise economy of time. Instead 
of holding two separate elections it was bet- 
ter to have all of them at the same time 
and save the voters the trouble and worry 
of ging to the polls twice. 

In order to. change the time of the elec- 
tion as already agreed upon by the commis- 
sioners it will be necessary to change the 
advertisement and to insert a new one for 
an extra thirty days. This can be done 
without difficulty as the board meets this 
morning and the city election does not oc- 
cur for at least thirty days yet. 

However the whole matter will be dis- 
cussed by the board teday. They may 
agree to hold the election at the time al- 
ready named, on the 13th of the present 
month, in which even the matter will stand 
exactly as it is at present. 

How the Money Will Be Spent. 

A resolution will be introduced today 
ited for the apportionment of the 

600,000, provided the bonds are voted at 
the forthcoming election. 

That apportionment, as heretofore an- 
nounced, will bé as follows: tor the court- 
house to be erected on the present site, 
$450,000; for the new jail, $100,000 and 
for the reformatory prison, F ie 

It is probable that a circular will be sent 
into the county in the event 
the date of the election is 
postponed fully setting forth all 
the information that is necessary to fully 
explain the needs of the contemplated im- 
provements, 

This is necessary on account of the mis- 
apprehension which prevails in many local- 
ities in regard to the bonds. Many sup- 
pose that fhe credit of the county is over 
taxed and that the bonds will very material- 
ly increase the rate of taxation. 

The addres SS will give the situation in its 
true light and will show that the bonded 
debt of the county is at present compara- 
tively small: that the enormous wealth of 
the county is such ag to authorize it, espe- 
cially in view of the imperative needs of 
the buildings for improvement. 

The question of the circular will come up 
before the county fathers this morning, and 
if the election is deferred the probabilities 
are that the circular letter will be issued. 

There Will Be More Registration. 

If the election is postponed until the 16th 
of May in order to combine it with the city 
election, the registration books will be 
opened again and the yoters of the county 
hey be given another opportunity to regis- 
er, 

Those who have already registered, or 
who voted in the last county election will 
not be required to do so this time, but al] 
others will, if they expect or desire to vote 
on the issue of bonds. 3 

The action of the board today will be 
awaited with considerable interest.

NEW YORK, April 4.—The stock market 
was far less active than of late.

NEW YORK, April 4—Liverpool is still closed, but 
some cables received contain buying orders at limits 
below the closing quotations of last evening, and state 
that an extreme)y weak market is not expected there 
tomorrow, although spinners are not expected to buy 
largely. At the opening of our market this morning a 
rather better tone was evident, and prices quickly ad- 
vanced 7298 points, but on this advance selling orders 
were again received from the south; and, the receipts 
being heavy, prices gradually gave way until towards 
1 o'clock the market sold below last evening’s quota- 
tions. The trade here is astonished at the extent of 
decline, and have been free buyers of the distressed 
cotton. that has come upon the market, but without 
any effect. Exporters report the pressure to sell in the 
south is remarkable in view of the reports that they 
have been receiving that byt a small supply of cotton 
yet remains inthe country.

The market rallied 
from the depression at 1 o’clock, and sold to 8.39 for 
August on the covering of an operator who sold very 
freely at the lowest prices of the day. The strength of 
the market was more in the distant positions, in which 
at the moment there are few sellers. Traders here 
expect a continued liquidation of cotton. and feel that 
any bad crop reports would affect the distant more 
than the inside positions. Just at the close of the 
market a portion of the advance was lost, although the 
close was steady at 3 points above last evening’s quo- 
tations. The market was without any speciul vigor, 
and the trade looks with anxiety on the report to be 
expected from Liverpool in the morning. The move- 
ment at the interior towns shows an increase over last 
week, especially at Houston. Stocks at the interior 
towns so far this week lose 7,000. Although the trade 
expects a sharp reaction from this decline, the move- 
ment of the market now depends upon the action of 
the prominent speculators who are heavily long of cot- 
ton in Liverpool at ‘prices considcrably above these 
quotations.

THE HAND IS NOW TO BE EDUCATED. 


There Is a Surplus of Negro Teachers and 
- Preachers, and Now Artisans 
Are in Demand. . 


The board of directors of the Commercial 
Club, and the board of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, met yesterday at lunch 
in the spacious dining hall of the Commer- 


‘cial Club at 1 o’clock. 


The meeting was purely informai and 
almost the full membership of both boards 


was present. 

The object of the gathering was that the 
membership of both boards might be thrown 
in social contact and discuss in a geveral 
way any work of development in whith 
either of these two well-known business 
institutions might be of assistance. 

During the course of the lunch ex-Gover. 
nor Bullock, who is president of the Caam- 
ber of Commerce, and who sat at one head 
of the table, while President Oglesby, of 
the Commercial Club, sat at the other, 
brought out in casual conversation an in- 
teresting story concerning a proposed yew 
venture of the trustees of the Slater fund. 

This fund amounts to $1,000,009, the 
interest of which is devoted to the educa- 
tion of the negro, and it has nearly all 
been expended in the literary improve- 
ment of the negro, teaching him Latin aud 
Greek along with the lower branches, and 
generally ignoring the important phaso of 
industrial education, of which the negro 


stands most in need, 

It seems that the trustees of the Slater 
fund have decided to divert the use of the 
annual interest from the fund, from the 
literary to the industrial education of the 
negro. Hon. J. L. M. Curry, chairman of 
the board of trustees of the fund, has been 
in communication with ex-Guvernor Pul- 
lock on the subject, asking his opinion as 
to the advisability of the change, ap 
also asking him what ‘n his opinion was 
the sentiment of the leading people vf the 
south concerning this. 

Governor Bullock thinks that the trus- 
tees will locate an industrial school at 
some point in the south, ac which the ne- 
groes will be fitted by systematic training 
for industrial vocations, and also taugh. 
the art of scientific farming. 

The letter read by ex-Governor Brjlock 
was listened to with considerable inte, cst 
by the members of the two boards, and it 
was unanimously agreed that the proposed 
change was wise and wouid not only be of 
great service to the negro, but more espe- 
cially to the people of the south. 

A resolution heartily cudorsing the pre 
posal of the location of a manual tra.rirg 
scbool for the colored p.w»ple in, or near, 
Atlanta, and pledging the hearty support 
of the two boards in estublishiag the same 
upon the plan suggested by e¢<-Governor 
Bullock, was unanimously «copted. 

Ix-Governor Bullock was seen by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution after the 
lunch, and he said in reply to the question: 

“What about the proposed trade school 
for the colored people?” 

“For a number of years past the fact 
has impressed itself upon the trustees of 
the Slater fund, the interest of which is 
devoted to aiding in educational work 
among. the colored people in the south, that 
the higher or classical education of the 
race had been pushed beyond the needs of 
the present generation, and that colored 
students, graduating in the,«lassics, had no 
opportunity for the use of their elucatonal 
advantages toward their cwn support, ex- 
cept as preachers or teachers, and those 
lines of usefulness had become overstocked 
by the surplus of graduates. Hence it is 
that these trustees have been casting about 
for such a use of the fund at their disposal 
as would fit the recipients of their bounty 
for usefulness to themselves and to the 
community in which they might live by 
providing them with opportunities for a 
technical education as mechanics, artisans 
and farmers, having knowledge of the 
chemical properties of the soil and its needs 
of stimulation for the production of crops 
suited to our section. In carrying out this 
laudable purpose these trustees, under the 
lead of Hon, J. L. M. Curry, ex-minister 
to Spain under Mr. Cleveland’s former 
administration, now chairman of the edu- 
cational committee of that trust, have been 
seeking for a proper point for the estab- 
lishment of a trades school that would be 
conveniently accessible to the largest num- 
ber of the class for whom this kind of 
education was intended. I have earnestly 
urged upon those trustees, at such oppor- 
tunities as I have had, that Atlanta was 
the central point for which they were 
seeking. It is the purpose of these trustees 
to provide from the revenues of the Slater 
fund about ten thousand dollars per year 
for carrying on such a trades school at 
such a central point as may offer to them 
the necessary land and buildings to carry 
their purpose into effect. 

“It seems to me that there can be but 
one opinion as to the desirableness of the 
peor’ of Atlanta, if the opportunity is af- 

orded them of taking such steps as may 
be necessary to secure the location here 
of that most desirable institution. ‘The 
effect of education in this line here will be 
to provide our colored friends with such 
knowledge as will enable them by honest 
industry and intelligent application to carn 
good livelihoods for themselves and their 
families and at the same time benefit our 
community by having in our mitst edu- 
cated artisans who are familiar with our 
wants and acceptible to our people, and 
who will thus be made self-supporting, and 
therefore a self-respecting element in our 
community. 

“This matter will doubtless be presented 
later in a more formal way by v. Dr. 
Curry and his associate trustees, and at 
such time I have no doubt that action 
will be taken by our people to secure four 
us the great advantages thus placed qwitLin 
our reach.”
